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I have a money-market account at a bank. 

• Is that insured or part of the temporary 
new money-market bailout? 

There are two different types of investments 

• that sound alike but are not. There are money- 
market accounts, which are like savings accounts at 
banks. But don’t confuse this account with a money- 
market fund, which is a mutual fund. The government 
does not normally insure mutual funds. The only 
exception is money-market mutual funds. 

Is my money safe in a credit union? 

Like banks, credit unions have insurance 

• that covers investors if the institution fails. 
But the insurance varies. The safest comes from 
the National Credit Union Administration. It’s just 
like the FDIC, with the U.S. government behind it, 
making sure your money is covered up to $100,000 
a person on an account. 

If the FDIC takes over a bank, will I be able 

• to get to my safe-deposit box? 

Yes. When the FDIC steps in, the goal is to 

• hold on to customers while the FDIC sells the 
institution to another bank. Sometimes the FDIC will 
step into a failing bank on a Friday and close a bank 
over the weekend. But by Monday, the bank doors 
open and a customer can use the bank like always.

The idea drawing the biggest support was to raise 
the federal deposit insurance limit, now $100,000 
per account, to $250,000. Several officials, includ- 
ing presidential nominees John McCain and Barack 
Obama, endorsed the change.

NEW YORK It’s closing time for a lawsuit alleging ladies’ 
nights at nightclubs discriminate against men. 

Judge Miriam Goldman Cedarbaum tossed 
the lawsuit out of federal court in Manhattan 
on Monday She said nightclubs can price their 
products as they wish because they’re not acting as 
representatives of the state. 


The lawsuit was brought by attorney Roy Den 
Hollander, a crusader against feminism who sued a 
university over its women’s studies program. 

Hollander said ladies’ nights at Manhattan 
nightclubs discriminate against men by offering 
women free or discounted admission and drinks. 
He tried to link the state to the discounts because 
it licenses the sale of alcohol at nightclubs. 


He called the judge a feminist and said her dismissal 
of his lawsuit was consistent with the discrimination 
embedded in many of America’s institutions. 

Nightclub attorneys said Hollander’s lawsuit was 
frivolous. It sought to represent men over the age 
of 21 who entered Lotus, the China Club and other 
New Tbrk nightclubs on a ladies’ night since June 
21, 2004.

Mayor Daley said Tuesday the city has accepted 
a bid to lease Midway to a private operator in a 
deal that will bring in $i billion for city coffers. 
But the tentative deal is not expected to solve 
Chicago’s current budget woes. 

“We believe this is a very good return, espe- 
cially given the current stress in the credit mar- 
kets,” Daley said. 

Daley said 90 percent of the proceeds must 
be used for infrastructure under state law. The 
city still is figuring out how to use the other 10 
percent, but not all of it would be used to close 
the budget gap, he said. 

The mayor plans to unveil his 2009 budget 
on Oct. 15, and aldermen have said the Daley 
administration is preparing them for a difficult 
budget with the city facing an estimated $420 
million shortfall. 

Aid. Ed Smith (28th) said Monday that the 
Daley administration now expects revenues to 
continue to decline for at least the next two years, 
but officials have ruled out a tax increase. 

The winning airport bidder is Midway 


In a deal that would bring in $1 billion for the city, Mayor Daley announced Tuesday that Chicago 
has accepted a bid to lease Midway to a private operator, cheryl a. guerrero/tribune 


Investment and Development Co., a group of 
investors from New Tbrk, Boston and Canada, 
which agreed to pay $2.5 billion for the right to 
run Midway for 99 years. 

The deal still must be approved by the 
City Council and the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

Midway would become the largest U.S. airport 
to be privatized. Chicago applied two years ago to 


be part of a Federal Aviation Administration pilot 
program to privatize up to five U.S. airports. 

The only other example is the 2001 lease of 
Stewart International Airport near New York 
City The Indianapolis airport contracted out 
its management in 1995 and Riverside County, 
Calif, contracted out operations of its airports 
in 1997. Some smaller U.S. airports also are leased 
to private firms, tribune, ap contributed. 




1.000 LAYOFFS 

Mayor Daley confirmed Tuesday 
the city plans to lay off about 1,000 
workers as part of his plan to cope 
with a major budget hole. 

“We’re in a dire situation,” Daley 
said. “There’s no other way.” 

The Tribune reported on its Web 
site Monday that Daley aides told 
union leaders there would be “at 
least 1,000 layoffs” to help deal 
with an estimated $420 million 
budget shortfall. 

“It’s in that area,” Daley said 
when asked Tuesday about the 
figure. 

But Daley refused to rule 
out filling hundreds of police 
vacancies.

Alcohol sales cutoff could grow 

City emergency management chief Raymond Orozco, discussing a 
voluntary late-game moratorium on Wrigleyville alcohol sales during 
any “clincher” playoff game, said Tuesday that taverns neighboring the 
city’s other pro sports stadiums could expect similar requests in similar 
circumstances. 

A day earlier, some Wrigleyville bar owners reluctantly agreed to heed 
the city’s call to cut off alcohol sales after the seventh inning of home 
games in which the Cubs could win a playoff series. Such sales would 
resume at game’s end or if a game went into extra innings. 

“We have 100 percent cooperation” from the bar owners, Orozco said 
at a news conference. 

The Wrigleyville bars affected are on Clark Street and Sheffield Avenue, 
from Newport Avenue to Irving Park Road; and on Addison Street, from 
Wilton to Racine Avenue. 

As of Tuesday’s news conference, the city had not met with bar owners 
near U.S. Cellular Field because the White Sox had not reached the 
playoffs, Orozco said. 
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$10,000 reward in rape

Darryl Harris, 19, of the 8100 block of South 
Calumet Avenue was carrying a 9 mm 
handgun Monday when he approached a 
43-year-old woman in the 800 block of East 
87th Street and demanded money, police said. 

Man gets 35 years in mall plot 

A 24-year-old who admired Osama bin Laden 
was sentenced to 35 years in prison Tuesday 
for plotting to use hand grenades to attack 
a Rockford mall jammed with Christmas 
shoppers as part of what he saw as Islamic 
jihad. “I am not an extremist,” said Derrick 
Shareef of Rockford, whose 24th birthday was 
Tuesday. The judge said he hoped Shareef 
had changed but that a long sentence still was 
warranted to discourage others who might 
plan similar attacks. 

Man run over by truck 

A 53-year-old man was killed Tuesday when he 
was run over by a truck backing into a loading 
dock at a produce market on the Southwest 
Side. Didier Alzate was standing behind a truck 
making a delivery to the Chicago International 
Produce Market, 2404 S. Wolcott Ave., about 
5:40 a.m. when he was hit, police said. The 
driver of the truck was cited, police said. 

Bail denied in cop killing 

The man charged with killing a Chicago 
police officer, Lamar Cooper, 37, was denied 
bail Tuesday. Officer Nathaniel Taylor Jr. 
died Sunday after he and his partner were 
preparing to serve an arrest warrant on the 
South Side.

Cop’s star retired 


Tlie star of a Cliicago police officer who was 
shot and killed in the line of duty while strug- 
gling with a woman on the city’s North Side in 
July was retired during a ceremony Tuesday 
The star of Richard Francis, 6o, was enshrined 
at Chicago Police Department headquarters, 
3510 S. Michigan Ave., just a few days after 
another officer, Nathaniel Taylor Jr., was shot 
and killed while on duty 

“Officer Francis gave his life serving and pro- 
tecting the life of our city,” Mayor Daley said. 
“Whenever a police officer dies in the line of 
duty, we all share the pain.” 

There was a long line of public officials in the 
lobby, including three former police superin- 
tendents, along with Daley, and a few aldermen, 
including Aid. Issac Carothers, head of the City 


Council’s Police and Fire Committee. 

Francis’ wife and two daughters also attended 
the ceremony for the 27-year veteran, whose star 
was the 462nd to be enshrined on the wall. 

The remembrance had a particularly somber 
tone, in light of another officer’s recent death 
on Sunday 

‘Another good cop has been abruptly taken 
from us,” noted Police Supt. Jody Weis during 
his statements. “Both have made the ultimate 
sacrifice, and both will be remembered as out- 
standing police officers.” 

Francis, a 27-year veteran of the force, was on 
a seemingly routine assignment, patrolling alone 
in July, when he was shot and killed in a struggle 
with a woman who had caused a disturbance 
with a CTAbus passenger. 


West Side college student killed in crash 


A promising West Side college student was killed 
in southern Illinois along with her friend when 
a driver for the VHi reality show “Rock of Love 
with Bret Michaels” apparently fell asleep, his 
vehicle crossed a median and slammed into the 
students’ SUV 

Kevetta Davis, 19, a 2007 Walter Payton High 
School graduate, was a vibrant Southern Illinois 
University sophomore planning to become a 
pharmacist, her aunt said. 

“It was like she was the light of the family,” 
said her aunt, Jacqueline Robinson. “She was 
extremely smart and ... whenever she walked into 
a room, she just lit it up.” 

Also killed in the Friday crash was Yasmin 
Jackson, 19, of Belleville, state police said. 
Jackson, a fellow SIU student, and Davis, known 


as “Cali,” performed together on an SIU dance 
team, Robinson said. 

Dennis Hernandez, 38, a crew member from 
California, was driving to the reality TV series’ 
next stop when his vehicle crossed over into the 
northbound lanes of Interstate 57. It struck a 
pickup truck— seriously injuring two Florida res- 
idents inside— and then smashed into Jackson’s 
SUV, state police said. 

Both women died at the scene, state police 
said. Hernandez was cited for driving with a sus- 
pended license and other offenses. 

Michaels, lead singer of Poison, asked that 
“his participation in the series be temporarily 
suspended in deepest sympathy as he attempts 
to reach out” to the victims’ families, said a VHi 
statement.

'666’ road sign thefts 
bedeviling N.J. roadways 



BARN EG AT, N.J. Someone Iceeps stealing 
the metal signs at mile marker 66.6 along 
two of New Jersey’s most traveled roads, and 
authorities are having a devil of a time keeping 
up with the thefts. 

Joe Orlando, a spokesman for the New Jersey 
Turnpike Authority, said officials have no idea 
who is taking the signs. “Maybe it’s just some kids 
with a devil-may-care attitude,” Orlando said. 


It’s been happening all over the country, 
particularly on roads with names like Route 
666. Officials aren’t sure if the thefts are being 
committed by religious zealots upset about 
the number’s association in the Bible with 
the devil, by Satanic scavenger hunters, or by 
college students who think a “666” sign would 
look cool in their dorm room. 

The latest theft involved someone swiping 


the 66.6 mile marker sign on the Garden State 
Parkway’s northbound lanes. It’s in a sparsely 
populated section, far from any entrances or 
exits. In short, you’d have to know the sign was 
there and go looking for it. 

But look for it— and take it— they do. Within 
the past two years, 66.6 mile marker signs have 
been stolen at least four or five times from the 
Turnpike and New Jersey Parkway Orlando said. 



DEADLY VOTING? 

Could voting for president be 
hazardous to your health? An 
analysis of Election Day traffic 
deaths dating back to Jimmy 
Carter’s 1976 win suggests yes, but 
the authors say that’s no reason 
not to go to the polls. The study’s 
Canadian researchers say rushing 
to get to polling places before or 
after work, driving on unfamiliar 
routes and being distracted by 
thinking about the candidates 
were among possible reasons for 
an increase in traffic deaths on 
Election Day.

ROME Italian police made sweeping arrests against the 
mob Tuesday, targeting a powerful clan as well as three 
suspects linked to a recent gangland-style slaying of six African 
immigrants near Naples, authorities said. 

In a series of raids in Naples and surrounding areas, where 
the Camorra crime syndicate is based, police also seized 
assets worth $143.5 million and weapons, including two AK- 
47s believed to have been used Sept. 18 against the Africans, 


police and government officials said. 

Interior Minister Roberto Maroni hailed the operation as 
a serious blow to the Camorra organization. 

“We have waged war on the Camorra,” Maroni said. “We 
want to exert pressure like never before and keep this pressure 
up until the war is won.” 

The three men— all on Italy’s 100 top most wanted list— 
were arrested in small villas on the coast near Naples, said 


Gianfrancesco Siazzu, the top commander of the Carabinieri 
police that ran the operation. 

Police searching the hideouts also found pistols. Carabinieri 
outfits and other disguises, Siazzu said. 

In a separate operation involving more than 1,000 officers, 
police arrested 26 suspects believed to be part of a powerful 
Camorra clan. Five suspects remained at large, said police in 
Caserta, a town near Naples that is home to the clan.

Back to the future 


Doug Glanville will be rooting for the Cubs at 
Wrigley Field on Wednesday— just like he did 
five years ago, except this time his cheers will 
come from the stands. 

Glanville played outfield for the 2003 Cubs 
team that made it to the National League 
Championship series before losing Game 7 to 
the Florida Marlins. 

This time around, Glanville said he thinks the 
Cubs are going to do “very well” in the playoffs 
because the team has a young energy, pitching 
depth and last year’s experience in postseason 
play 

“Maybe that experience can be a tremendous 
advantage,” said Glanville, 38, who now lives in 
Bucktown, runs a home-building business in the 
suburbs and writes a guest baseball column for 
The New York Times. “This team to me seems 
like they’re really well-rounded.” 

The 2003 team experienced a few player moves toward the end of their 
season that forced veterans to “put their ego in their back pocket,” Glanville 
told RedEye. Five years ago, the Cubs “came out of nowhere” and explod- 
ed into the postseason for the first time in many years, so expecta- 
tions probably weren’t very high, Glanville said. 

This year, though. Cubs fans are likely aiming higher after 
they got a taste of the playoffs last year, Glanville said. 

He lauded the support of Cubs fans, who, he said, have 
a “positive energy” Wrigley Field also is the “best place to 
play” 

At Wrigley on Wednesday, he’ll be cheering on his former 
team, especially ex-teammate Kerry Wood, who still sends 
Glanville Christmas cards. He’s just hoping for a better outcome 
than five years ago— even if he has to experience it off the field. 

“Fm rooting for them to get a world championship. We were 
so close in ’03 and it was really hard to let that go,” Glanville said.

Jazzed Cubs fans dismiss jinxes this year

Tlie curses are lined up like Cubs fans in the beer line at Wrigley Field. 

There’s the billy goat that surfaced in 1945, the black cat that struck 
in 1969, the fan named Bartman who reached out and changed history 
in 2003. And now there’s the all-purpose curse that dooms teams and 
athletes on the cover of Sports Illustrated. 

But on Tuesday Cubs fans were in a place they wouldn’t let them- 
selves go before last year’s first-round playoff collapse: A land where 
the words “Cubs” and “World Series champions” finally collide, after a 
drought that has lasted a century 

“This year feels different, since the beginning it’s felt different,” said 
AkYellon, sounding every bit like what he is, the editor in chief of a Web 
site called bleedcubbyblue.com. 

From three-run comebacks in the bottom of the ninth to the day 
Carlos Zambrano became the first Cub to pitch a no-hitter since Milt 
Pappas 36 years ago, “This team has done things that Cubs teams have 
not done in my lifetime,” Tellon said. 

“The goat’s long dead,” said Petrona Foster, a Jamaican immigrant 
who is a die-hard Cubs fan because her first baseball game in 1970 was 
at Wrigley Field. On Tuesday, Foster joined hundreds of Cubs fans will- 
ing to chance a jinx by declaring their faith out loud. 

Cubs lovers in blue gathered Tuesday at a rally in Daley Plaza, where 
they waved homemade signs and sang tributes to the team while the 
wind whipped confetti. But no one’s celebrating prematurely Near 
Wrigley Field on Tuesday, police officers provided most of the activity 
as they planned their response to Cubs fans. 

Fans closeted themselves in souvenir shops where they snatched up 
division title- themed T-shirts and Cubs dog dishes, door mats and baby 
jerseys. Store owners said they turned away dozens of people who came 
in search of the sold-out division title caps Cubs players wore the night 
they clinched.

Think you’re a crazy Cubs fan? Cy Oldham, owner of Fat Cat 
(4840 N. Broadway. 773-506-3100), and hubby Jason have held 
Cubs season tickets for 13 years and even postponed their 2003 
honeymoon so they could attend the playoffs. While watching 
games on one of eight TVs, fellow fans can feast on the Cubs- 
themed Century Burger: a bratwurst layered on top of a burger, 
topped with Swiss cheese and DeKonik beer mustard and served 
with hand-cut fries ($10.95). Before the first pitch, gather your crew 
and down a round of Holy Cow shots, made with DeKuyper Island 
Blue Pucker layered with housemade pineapple-infused vodka and 
grenadine. 

Drop a bomb

Miller will storm the place with giveaways and live 
radio broadcasts. Knock a few back and you’ll be linking arms with 
locals singing Journey in no time. 

n Kill the curse 

What if you could do your part to end the Curse of the Billy 
Goat-one bite at a time? Fans who do their pre-Cubs dining at 
Old School Italian eatery Angelina Ristorante (3561 N. Broadway. 
773-935-5933) before home games will score a free goat cheese 
and sun-dried tomato tart-the owners’ effort to ward off any bad 
omens from the legendary curse. As to whether eating copious 
amounts of cheese will truly help the Cubbies take the series, we 
say it’s worth a shot. 

The 7th inning cutoff 

Following a city proposal, bars neighboring Wrigley Field 
agreed to voluntarily stop alcohol sales in the 7th inning of 
Cubs playoff games in which the team could clinch the series.

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Painfully honest 


Singer Rachael Yamagata 
returns with a new record, 
voice that hurts so good

Q f ever there was an example of 
duality, it’s Rachael Yamagata. 

The pianist/singer-songwriter 
won’t tell us the truth about her 
age, but she’ll willingly admit that 
she’s lied about it before. Her music is 
considerably dark, but her live shows are 
often light and funny and deliberately 
try to avoid sounding too gloomy And 
when we ask the (31-year-old?) singer, 
who releases her long-awaited sopho- 
more album “Elephants ... Teeth Sinking 
Into Heart” on Oct. 7, about the best and 
worst thing about being an elephant, she 
initially lists elephants’ strong memories 
as the best ... and then changes it to the 
worst, as we discuss how a long memory 
helps you better remember all the pain in 
your past. 

The contrast is fitting, considering 
the approach of Yamagata’s new record, 
which is divided in two parts. The first, 
“Elephants ...,”

A shortcut to judging whether a fashion brand is in or out: 
Does a celebrity turn up for the runway show? 

By that measure, Fashion Focus Chicago, in its fourth 
year, rocks. 

Pete Wentz of Fall Out Boy will host the city-spon- 
sored fashion week’s opening runway show Wednesday 
At Gen Art’s “Fresh Faces in Fashion” event, the Wilmette 
native will be flanked by models wearing his Clandestine 
Industries punk-inflected print hoodies, T-shirts and 
more. 

Still, Mayor Daley wants more than a flash of fame for 
Chicago’s fashion scene. One motivation: A successful 
Olympics bid demands world-class cultural breadth. 

Everyone agrees Chicago’s retail landscape rivals just 
about any city’s. But to be taken seriously in New York 
and elsewhere, a few observers say Fashion Focus still has 
work to do: 

» Call more attention to the most progressive design. 

» Invite the same bloodless critiques as in other fashion 
capitals. 

» Lure designers from outside the city, a la St. Louis 
Fashion Week, which has expanded to a spring and fall 
week in 2008. 

» Attract additional buyers, fashion editors and taste- 
makers from the city and beyond. 

» Less cheerleading. 

» More boundary-busting.

Pete Wentz knows he’s no Marc Jacobs, 
but he’s no mere figurehead for his 
Clandestine Industries line of hoodies, T’s 
and jeans either.

{Fashion Focus is] growing every year, 
step by step,” said neckwear and shirt 
designer Lee Allison, co-chairman of the 
Mayor’s Fashion Council. 

Beyond its bolder ambitions. Fashion 
Focus is sheer fun, led by the five runway 
shows as well as design and model con- 
tests, shopping tours, exhibits and semi- 
nars.
